age to vote for the Republican Presi- 
dential candidate. The man in ques- 
tion is Gen. Georgo W. Jones, of Dn- 
buqtie. Gen. Jones was educated at 
the Transylvania University, in Ken- 
tucky, where he was a classmate of 
Jefferson Davis, as well aa of tho sons 
of Henry Clay. Ho served is the Blnok 
Hawk wnr as the aido-de-carnp of Col. 
A. C. Dodge, imd at the close of the 
war was elected Colonel of the militia. 
Soon afterwards ho was elected Colonel 
aud Judge of the Territory of Michigan, 
which at that time comprised the coun- 
try 
including 
Michigan, 
Wiauonsin, 


Iowa, Minnesota, Oregon, and all the 
remaining country north of Missouri 
and east of the Pjcilio Ocean.

and 1837 he 
\VAS Congressional dale- 


gate 
from 
Michigan Territory, 
am] 


while in Cougress secured the organiza- 
tion of Wisconsin and Iowa Territories, 
and the names which these States now 
beiir were adopted at his suggestion.

Surveyor General of Iowa. He wan re- 
moved from this position by Tyler for 
political reasons, but was restored in 
1815.

Chairman Jewel*, oft lie Democratic

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug 31st.—Chair- 


man Charles L. Jewelt, of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee returned to-day 
from New York, whither he had gone to 
arrange his list of campaign speakers. 
He says all the distinguished Democratic 
orators desire to participate in the strug- 
gle in this State, and that tha service* 
of such of them as may be available in 
the presence of a prolonged session of 
Congress will be accepted.

The results of 
protracted experiments with a motor 
provided with reflecting mirrors, have 
stablished the fact that a surface 100 
fst square presented at right angles to 
tha sun at noon in the latitude of New 
York, daring the Summer developed a 
mechanical energy reaching 1,850,000 
foot-pounds per hour.

remarks that as the sky in Nevada is 
cloudless three-fourths of the time, dur- 
ing the Summer months the motor will 
doubtless come into general use in this 
State for pumping water for stock and 
perhaps for irrigating purposes. As 
the rays of the sun develop the power 
the only cost attached to running the 
machine will be for repairs. The des- 
erts, so-called, which cannot bo used 
ior grazing purposes, because thfre is 
no water for stock to drink, may become 
as valuable for stoekraising as the Sands 
along water courses and in the vicinity 
of springs now are. There are large 
valleys in this State which produce feed 
for stock but which cannot bo utilized 
in consequence of the scarcity of water, 
that may yet be made valuable for pas- 
turage by sinking wells aud using sun 
motors to raise the water to the surface.
